people  shall  not  perish  from  from  the  earth."

SENIOR  CLASS 


The  great  day  for  which  the  class  of  1946  has  waited 
twelve  long  years  has  finally  arrived.  In  the  flurry  of  last 
minute  congratulations  and  details,  the  seniors  are  saying 
farewell  to  the  school  that  has  for  so  long  been  their  second 
home.  There  isn't  much  that  we  can  say  except  that  even 
in  our  grumblings  and  complainings  about  the  teachers' 
being  unfair,  the  assignments  being  too  long,  and  deten¬ 
tions'  being  unfair,  we  are  still  going  to  hate  to  leave 
Shawnee. 

Shall  we  go  back  to  the  very  first  day  we  started  high 
school  in  September  of  1940?  We  were  a  bit  awed  by  the 
differences  we  found  in  high  school  and  grade  school  life. 
But  thanks  to  the  guiding  hand  of  Miss  Ruby  Mayer,  we 
struggled  through  our  seventh  year  of  school.  In  the  fall  of 
'4!  we  moved  from  the  recreation  room  to  the  science  and 
general  science  rooms.  This  was  the  first  time  our  class  had 
been  separated  and  it  took  us  a  while  to  become  used  to 
this  arrangement.  Eight  A,  A  through  I,  was  under  the 
supervision  of  Mrs.  Wilda  McGough;  eight  B,  J  through  Z, 
was  under  Miss  Lois  Weaver. 

In  our  freshman  year  we  were  again  divided  into  two 
sections,  the  first,  under  Miss  Margaret  Rimer,  and  the  sec¬ 
ond,  under  Miss  Mary  Hiltner,  We  moved  up  to  the  top 
floor  of  the  school  to  rooms  2  and  3.  Many  new  activities 
were  opened  to  us,  and  we  were  happy  to  take  advantage 
of  them.  For  our  first  carnival  queen  representative,  we 
chose  Carolyn  Baber.  Our  freshman  officers  were  Charles 
Kerr,  president;  Bruce  Goodenough,  vice-president;  and 
Doris  Lee,  secretary-treasurer. 

In  our  sophomore  year,  section  A,  now  A  through  J, 
moved  to  the  Junior  High  Study  Hall,  and  section  B,  K 
through  Z,  moved  to  Room  I.  This  year  we  gained  a  lot 
of  new  students  from  Perry.  Soon,  however,  the  newness 
of  their  coming  wore  off  and  we  were  one  big  happy  family. 
This  year  we  chose  brunette  Ruth  Miller  for  our  representa¬ 
tive  as  carnival  queen.  For  our  next  officers  we  elected  Don 
Settlemire  as  president,  Charles  Marshall  as  vice  president, 
and  Jean  Ann  Morrison  as  secretary-treasurer.  Miss  Rimer 
and  Miss  Hiltner  were  still  our  advisors. 

We  were  excited  when  we  returned  to  school  in  Septem¬ 
ber  of  1944,  for  we  were  on  the  last  half  of  our  high  school 
careers.  This  time  we  were  all  together  in  the  Junior  High 
Study  Hall  with  Miss  Hiltner  and  Mr.  Hamer  Mitchell  as 
advisors.  For  our  third  carnival  queen  representative  we 
chose  blonde,  blue-eyed  Beatrice  Barbour.  Again  Charles 
Kerr  was  our  president;  Don  Settlemire  took  over  the  vice¬ 


presidency  (wasn't  he  a  swell  toastmaster  at  the  prom, 
gang?);  Betty  Nye  was  secretary  and  Beatrice  Barbour, 
treasurer.  Our  junior  year  was  really  exciting.  The  annual 
Junior  Class  Play  and  class  rings  held  our  complete  atten¬ 
tion  the  first  half  of  the  year,  while  the  prom  engaged  all 
our  interests  the  latter  part.  By  the  end  of  1945,  four  of 
our  clasmates  had  left  us  to  serve  their  country. 

September,  1946,  saw  us  very  near  the  end  of  our  goal 
for  a  high  school  diploma.  It  was  hard  to  believe  that  we 
were  seniors  and  that  we  had  only  nine  more  months  of 
school  ahead  of  us. 

For  the  most  important  officers  we  had  to  elect  in  our 
high  school  careers  we  chose,  after  much  debate,  Bruce 
Braley  for  president;  Charles  Kerr  for  vice-president;  Bea¬ 
trice  Babour  for  secretary,  and  Ruth  Harshman  for  treasurer. 
Louetta  Schlegel  was  our  last  carnival  queen  representative.. 

Since  we  were  seniors,  we  had  the  privilege  of  having 
the  Senior  High  Study  Hall  as  our  home  room,  of  sitting 
in  the  first  five  rows  in  the  auditorium,  of  leaving  the  audi¬ 
torium  first,  and  of  being  "cock-of-the-walk"  during  our  last 
year  at  Shawnee.  Mrs.  Goldie  Waltz  and  Mr.  Hamer  Mitchell 
were  our  advisors  in  this  last  and  busiest  year. 

Walking  sedately  down  the  aisle  of  our  Alma  Mater  for 
the  last  time  as  students  of  Shawnee  High  School  on  May 
16,  1946,  we  look  back  over  our  years  in  school.  We  can 
remember  our  first  year  of  high  school  and  the  terrible 
blow  we  received  in  December  of  1941  when  Pearl  Harbor 
was  bombed.  Each  one  of  us  has  learned  through  the  bitter 
experience  this  war  has  brought  how  important  it  is  to  main¬ 
tain  peace  in  the  future. 

Because  we  have  finished  our  high  school  education,  be¬ 
cause  we've  studied  in  part  the  history  and  government  of 
our  country,  because  we've  had  rules  and  regulations  to 
obey,  we  will  be  better  fitted  to  become  citizens  of  the 
United  States  and  to  take  our  own  responsibility  in  pre¬ 
serving  peace  and  freedom  in  the  world.  Perhaps  one  of 
our  number  will  be  instrumental  in  bringing  about  the  world 
solidarity  that  has  been  talked  of  for  so  long.  Another  may 
bring  relief  from  some  dread  disease,  and  still  another  may 
help  perfect  our  government.  We  sincerely  hope  that  from 
all  the  classes  of  1946,  there  will  come  these  and  other 
great  humanitarians. 

With  the  belief  that  the  world  and  future  belong  to 
youth,  we  go  forth  this  night  in  May,  1946,  to  try  to  do 
our  bit  in  preserving  peace  and  prosperity  not  only  for  our¬ 
selves  and  our  posterity  but  for  all  the  world  for  evermore.

Write-ups  'were  assigned;  pictures  were  taken;  a  subscription  drive  was  held 
(this  year  we  sold  345  books — the  most  that  have  ever  been  sold);  the  Business  Staff 
went  in  search  of  ads  to  finance  the  book. 

After  the  pictures  returned  from  the  photographer,  each  one  had  to  be  identified 
and  sent  to  the  engraver.  When  the  prints  from  the  engravings  started  rolling  in  in 
March,  the  library  workroom,  which  we  had  long  before  confiscated  from  Mrs.  Waltz, 
became  the  scene  of  more  activity.  These  prints  had  to  be  pasted  in  the  dummy 
and  each  person  identified.  (And  is  that  a  job!)  Finally  the  QUILNA  was  ready  to 
go  to  press.  And  with  a  great  sigh  of  relief,  Mrs.  Waltz  and  your  editor  turned  it 
over  to  the  printer. 

All  this  time,  however,  the  Business  Staff  had  been  far  from  idle.  They  spent  a 
lot  of  time,  and  gas,  and  acquired  a  lot  of  headaches — or  should  I  say  footaches — in 
search  of  the  ads  and  sponsored  pages.  Even  after  they  had  gotten  the  ads,  each 
ad  had  to  be  plotted  on  paper,  the  way  it  appears  in  the  book.  And  that  certainly 
wasn't  too  easy  a  job. 

Publishing  the  QUILNA  hasn't  been  all  work  and  no  fun,  but  there  have  been 
times  when  none  of  us  thought  it  would  ever  go  to  press.  Each  member  of  the  staff 
has  felt  a  personal  responsibility  in  making  it  the  best  QUILNA  that  has  ever  been 
published.  We've  tried  to  make  it  a  book  that  you'll  enjoy  and  treasure  for  the 
memories  it  will  bring  to  mind.  We  hope  that  you  will  enjoy  this  book  and  get  some 
of  the  enjoyment  from  it  that  we've  put  into  the  making  of  it.

"Hello,  are  you  a  new  student?  May  I  welcome 
you  to  Shawnee.  You  are  interested  in  library 
work?  Since  Mrs.  Waltz,  the  head  librarian,  isn't 
here  at  the  moment,  will  you  allow  me  to  introduce 
you  to  our  library. 

Mrs.  Goldie  Waltz  has  been  the  head  of  our  li¬ 
brary  for  years.  Through  her  help  the  Shawnee 
Library  has  grown  to  be  one  of  the  finest  in  the 
state.  We  have  over  three  thousand  volumes  of 
reference,  fiction,  and  non-fiction  books.  This  does 
not  include,  of  course,  the  many  periodicals  that 
we  take. 

This  is  the  card  catalog  here  between  the  door 
and  the  magazine  rack.  In  it,  every  book  in  the  li¬ 
brary  is  listed  at  least  three  times.  The  big  green 
file  over  there  contains  hard  to  find  information, 


college  catalogs,  and  vocational  essays  by  the  sen¬ 
iors  of  classes  '40,  '41,  and  '42. 

This  is  the  main  desk,  where  we  check  books  in 
and  out.  Back  there  in  the  left  hand  corner  of  the 
library,  we  keep  books  that  are  in  special  demand, 
on  reserve. 

The  main  duties  of  the  student  librarians  are  to 
come  to  the  assistance  of  anyone  who  is  unable  to 
find  the  information  that  he  wants,  to  keep  the 
library  neat  and  clean,  and  to  keep  order.  That 
last  is  often  very  hard  to  do  if  the  library  is  full 
and  last  night's  date  was  so  important.  Librarians 
have  library  lessons  every  two  weeks  to  help  them 
understand  the  workings  of  a  library.  It's  a  toss-up 
as  to  which  we  dislike  most — dusting  or  library  les¬ 
sons.
